Washington, Dec. 17.—Only two 
propositions 
remained 
to be acted 
upon today by the republican national 
committee, which is considering re- 
form measures planned to reunite the 
party. 
The problems were to clear the 
party convention machinery of certain 
features and to reduce representation 
in national convention from southern 
states and 
congressional 
districts 
which are regarded as overwhelming- 
ly-democratic. 
A.'report from a special sub-commit- 
ed by National Committeeman 
of Michigan offered a solu- 
each. 
The sub-committee's report on pri- 
maries tad procedure reads in part 
as follows: 
"Be it resolved, That this committee 
•when it issues the call for the nation- 
al convention to be held in the year 
1916 to nominate candidates for pres- 
ident and vice-president shall provide 
In such call: 
. 
"(A) • That in any 
state 
which 
shall have provided by law, prior to 
the -election of delegates from such 
state for the election of such dele- 
gates to national convention of politi- 
cal parties at direct primaries, such 
delegates fro mthat state shall be 
elected, in -conformity with such law. 
(B) 
That all delegates from an} 
state may be chosen from the state 
at large or part from the state at 
large and part from 
congressional 
district in conformity with the lawt 
of the state in which the election 
occurs. 
(C) That delegates presenting cer- 
tificates of election from the 
can- 
vassing board or 
office created 01 
designated by state law to canvass 
the return and issue certificates ol 
election to delegates to national con- 
ventions of political parties in a pri- 
mary election shall 
be based upon 
tA-nnorary roll by the national com- 
mittee. 
j.ne Warren 
committee finally 
agreed upon a plan of reapportion- 
ment providing for four delegates at 
large from each state, one from each 
conpressional district where the total 
republican vote was 35 per cent or 
more of the total vote cast. No dis- 
trict, however, would have more than 
two delegates no matter how large the 
republican vote. States having con- 
gressmen at large to be entitled to 
one vote each. 
......... 
The congressional election of 1910 
probably will be used as the basis for 
determining the exact representation 
in each state. Territories 
and the 
District of Columbia would have two 
delegates each. 
The plan 
provides 
also that it shall become executive 
when it is ratified by states represent- 
' ing a majority of the electoral college. 
Under the Warren plan representa- 
tion in national convention would be 
reduced 
by 
seventy-five 
delegates. 
The following states would lose the 
following number of delegates: Ala- 
bama 6, Florida 2, Georgie 6, Louisi- 
ana 7, Mississippi S, North Carolina 2, 
Oklahoma 1, South Carolina 7, Ten- 
nessee 4, Texas 14, Virginia 5; total 
loss for the south 6. Illinois 2, Ken- 
tucky 1, New Jersey 1, New Dork 4; 
total loss for the north 8. 
A plan 
for 
additional 
delegates 
where the republican vote was more 
than 40 per cent of the total was re- 
jected because under it 
the 
north 
would lose proportionately more than 
the south. Under it New York's rep- 
resentation would be cut by S and 
Ohio's by 5. The sub-committee unan- 
imously agreed on the 35 per cent 
plan. 
The plan of the sub-committee to 
recognise primary laws and change 
the rules governing conventions was 
adopted by the national committee by 
a unanimous vote on a point raised 
by Committeeman Chubb of Florida. 
It was announced that the resolutions 
would be changed so that in states 
•where it is optional whether a -party 
shall hold primaries for the election 
of delegates they shall be selected in 
•the old manner and'Mie primary plan 
shall be observed only in states where 
the law provides specifically for such 
action. 
With the resolutions for reappor- 
tionment of delegates an amendment 
was accepted providing the basis for 
the selection of delegates from each 
congressional district in addition to 
one should be based on "the republi- 
can vote for republican presidential 
electors in 1908 or for the republican 
candidates 
for 
congress 
in 
1914.

ern side by the volcanic upheavals on 
December Gth. according

grams received by the French colo 
nial office from the governor of -New 
Caledonia. 
Previous reports are confirmed rel- 
ative to the formation of new craters- 
ill the island which is volcanic; in ori- 
gin. 
The vast 
lava 
streams over- 
whelmed the 
Presbyterian hospital 
which is controlled by the Presby- 
terian churches of Canada and Aus- 
tralasia, while numerous French and 
English business houses and cocoa 
plantations were destroyed. 
A heavy rain of cinders and scoria 
fell continuously for five days. 
The 
inhabitants fled from the vicinity and 
proceeded in canoes to the Presby- 
terian and Catholic mission stations 
where nine hundred refugees are be- 
ing cared for. It is believed that no 
lives were lost. 
The New Hebrides are controlled 
by a. .ioint commission of British and 
French officials under th-e supervision 
of resident commissioners 
of 
both 
nations.

His Holiness Orders Highest Honors 


Be Paid to Deceased Cardinal, 


Who Wishes Church 


Reunion.

Roine, Italy, Dec. 17.—The death of 
Cardinal Rampolla, former papal sec- 
retary of state, was not made known 
to .Pope Pius until this morning. Car- 
dinal Merry del Val and M. Giovanni 
Bressan, the pope's private secretary, 
went to see his holiness at an early 
hour intending to break the sad news 
as gently as possible. But-when the 
pope heard the name 
ol: Cardinal 
Rampolla coupled with the word "in- 
disposition" he grew pale and begged 
them to tell him the truth 
without 
hesitation, as anxiety and uncertainty 
affected him more than anything else. 
The two prelates then told him that 
Rainpola was dead. 
As recently as Saturday the pope 
had received Cardinal Rampolla, who 
was then apparently in his usual good 
health, and spoke at 
length about 
many affairs. 
The pope later, issued 
the following statement: 
"Cardinal Rainpola was one of the 
greatest men in the church. He had 
become even greater since he retired 
from state affairs. 
His holiness ordered that the high- 
est honors should be paid to the de- 
ceased cardinal. 
On Sunday evening last 
Cardinal 
Rampolla received Silas McBee and 
his wife of New York and discussed 
with them the question of bringing 
about a better understanding between 


1 religious sects. 
Cardinal Rampolla was the closest 
collaborator with Pope Louis the 13th. 
in the movement for the reunion of 
the 
Christian church.. 
When Pope 
Leo was dying a cablegram was re- 
ceived in Rome paying (hat the Amer- 
ican protestant congregations 
were 
praying for his recovery. 
Cardinal 


Rampolla took the dispatch immedi- 
ately to the dying pontiff 
who in- 


s-'tructed Cardinal Rampolla to write 
that the message had been a great 
consolation to him as it had proved 
that his scheme for the reunion of 
the churches was not a dream. 
Yesterday morning Cardinal Ram- 
polla went to St. Peters to inspect 
the work of restoration of the. choir. 
Later he felt a general indisposition 
ivhich developed into profound, pros- 
tration, 
lie refused, however, to al- 


ow his secretary to remain with him 
all night in the little palace behind 
3t. Peters where he had lived since 
:ie left the secretaryship of the stato. 
The cardinal's secretary, alarmed 
at his condition, consulted a physi- 
cian. The latter visited the cardinal. 


t. discovered no serious symptoms 
and ordered him to take a complete 
•est. Later in the evening the cardi- 
nal grew worse and had great diffi- 
:ulty in. breathing. 
He sent a mes- 
pge hurriedly for his secretai-y and 
physician, but when they arrived the 
cardinal was dead. 
The physician declared death due 


:o angina pectoris. 
The 
cardinal's 
secretary performed the final rights 
of the church and then sent for the 
ire fate's 
sister, 
Baroness Carolina 
^ampolla-Pexzauo. anil informed Car- 
dinal Mery del Val.

Bridegrooms of State 
Face 
Embar- 


rassing Situation When Doctors 


Balk at Examinations for 


Three Dollars. 


"These Wisconsin doctors have no 
license to grumble," declared Assem- 
blyman C. D. llosa of the second Rod1, 
county district when asked concern- 
ing the uproar that has become state- 
wide with physicians who claim that 
examinations for piospective bride- 
grooms under the new eugenics law 
cannot be given for $3, the fee pre- 
scribed by law. 
"TUis 
eugenics 
law," 
continued 
Judge Rosa, "was introduced in the 
senate by Dr. G. A. Hoyt of Menomi- 
nee Falls, Waukesha county, and was 
supposed to be a measure backed by 
the physicians. 
It passed the legis- 
lature largely for the reason that it 
was urged by the doctors 
of 
the 
state. 
I don't see where they have 
any legitimate objection to make at 
this late date." 
Local Doctors to Act. 
It is probable that Rock county 
doctors at the annual meeting of their 
association which will be held at the 
city hall in this city on the night ot 
December 30, will discuss the new 
law at some length and especially 
that feature which limits, the 
fee 
which may be charged for the exam- 
ination of prospective bridegrooms. 
According to Dr. E. B. Brown of Be- 
loit, secretary ot- the society, the mat- 
ter will be brought up. but 
P. W. 
Van Kirk, president of the organiza- 
tion, declared that he had heard no 
comments on the new law one way 
or another except that it was gener- 
ally agreed to be a step in the right 
direction. 
"Limiting the fee for examinations 
to $3 seems hardly fair," said one lo- 
cal doctor in discussing the situation. 
"Doctors receive $5 for life insurance 
examinations, and if any thorough 
tests should be necessary they would 
have to be made in some big city 
laboratory, and would cost $10 at the 
lowest figure. 
I think the law is a 
good one. however, and it should do 
much to safeguard health." 
Can't Get Married! 
What? 


If doctors generally refuse to make 
examinations tor the fee provided in 
the law, prospective bridegrooms in 
Wisconsin will face an embarrassing 
situation. 
How and where can they 
be examined? They 
must 
present 
their certificate to the county clerk 
before they can secure a license. It's 
a case oE no certificate, no license. 
County Clerk H. W. Lee, who has 
given the law some consideration, is 
decisive on this point. 
Another difficulty is added to the 
situation by the fact that if couples 
leave the state to get married in or- 
der to evade the law they 
will be 
prosecuted, so that elopements nre 
made dangerous practices. 
OC course 
the fact that a couple left the stats 
to be married might ta_e construed by 
a court as evidence in 
itself 
that 
there was an intent to evade the law, 
which is another difficulty. 
May Go into Court. 
The law provides that in case there 
is a dispute regarding the findings of 
the 
medical 
examiner, "laboratory 
tests shall bs made in the state labor- 
atory of hygiene from material sub- 
mitted bv such examiner and the find- 
ings of the said laboratory shall be 
accented as evidence o£ the presence 
or absence in the person examined of 
any venereal disease." 
But further i ecourse is granted to 
the person who has been refused a 
clear bill of health. 
If he persists in 
his fitness for the marriage bonds he 
may 
file 
an 
application with the 
county clerk setting torth that he has 
not had a fair and impartial exam- 
ination and that he is entitled to n 
certificate of health, and the county 
clerk shall then certify the same to 
the county court which must then 
consider the matter at once without 
expense to the applicant. As to just 
what course the court shall pursue 
the law is indefinite and no provision 
is made for a re-examination at the 
county's expense at the court's direc- 
tion although it is possible to assume 
that such procedure might be within 
the court's discretion. A ruling by 
the attorney general is expected soon 
on this point. 


Problem is Complex. 
As a result the road to nuptial bliss 
promises to be an uncertain one for 
Wisconsin couples 
beginning with 
January 1, 1914, when the law goes 
into effect. 
Already societies of phy- 
sicians in 
Milwaukee and 
Racine 
counties have denounced the fee lim- 
iting portion of the law and agitation 
is spreading throughout the 
state, 
which is complicating a 
situation 
which was already made sufficiently 
difficult oE execution. 
"As I understand the law, a physi- 
cian who is not equipped with labora- 
tory facilities is not required to make 
the examination," says Dr. C. A. Har- 
per, secretary of the state board of 
health. 
"By JG refusing, the 
duty 
goes over to the county physician, and 
it is up to him. to make the examina- 
tions. Some of the applicants would 
pay him, and possibly others would 
not, and the county would have to 
make some sort of compensation to 


• u worth his while to do the 


work. 
"I think the physician who is not 
prepared to make tests has the1 un- 
questioned right .to refuse. 
At the 
same time, the applicant for a mar- 
riage license has the right to a health 
certificate. 
The administration oE the 
law, however, does not come under 
the state board of health. It is a gen- 
eral statute." 


Get a License Now. 
There is one possible means o£ eva- 
sion of the examination requirement, 
however, but it applies only to those 
couples who plan to get married in 
i.he month of January- 
If you have 
that as your intention, get your li- 
cense the latter part of December be- 
fore the eugenics law goes into ef- 
fect and be married any time within 
thirtv days. 
The eugenics law ap- 
plies' to licenses which are taken out 
after January 1st. A license taken 
out in 1913 is good in January, eu- 
genics law or no eugenics law. But 
to persons contemplating matrimony 
later in the year, there is no advice 
that can be given. 
In the meantime there is a nourish- 
ing business being done in marriage 
licenses at the county clerk's office as 
the year wanes. 
The number 
for 
1913 far surpasses all previous rec- 
cords and the total 
number 
issued 
will approach the 450 mark.

corner of the goose; one ax. a

Rev. 
Gehl Gives Interesting Lecture 


Concerning Welfare of Deaf 


Mutes and How They 


Are Educated. 


Before an audience that taxed the 


Knights of Columbus hall last night, 
Her. Eugene 
Gehl, missionary 
and 


lecturer "of St. John's Institute for .the 
deaf at St. Francis, Wis., located just 
outside of Milwaukee, delivered a lec- 
ture on "The Silent World" that was 
a bit out of the ordinary in the trend 
of its subject and mode of delivery 
Po==essed of a deep insight into hu- 


man nature, and a quiet fund of hum- 
or the Rev. Gehl caught and held the 
attention of his. audience throughout 
bis recital of very 
interesting 
facts 
concernins that large class of people 
who spin their thread of life under tne 
heavy pall of silence—The deat mutes. 


He said in part: 


.- "Tonischt, friends. 
I ask you to go 


•with me in soil-it to the "f he Silent 
\Vorld " to those of God's poor who 
are most afflicted and for 
whom we 
are exerting but feeble efforts—the 
unfortunate deaf mutes. These beings 
•who live in the 
darkest 
of 
mental 
light, who are like M man groping in 
the (lark for safety: those individuals 
bereft of the ordinary consolations of 
religion and friendship. 


"Althugh much is done 
for 
them, 
their lot at best is a pitiful, deplora- 
ble one. Their ears are closed and 
sealed so sound cannot penetrate, he 
it ever so shrill. The strain of sweet 
melodies that sweep the chords of our 
heart in different 
moods are-not for 
them and the orator by his most ur- 
gent appeal cannot move them; when 
sickness lays its heavy 
hand 
upon 
them your tones of sympathy fall un- 
heeded—they must suffer alone. 
"Therefore, 
lend 
me 
a 
hearing 


when I ask you to take an interest in 
the silent world about you. Let them 
feel that you are a friend, that your 
svmpathy'is with them and by kind- 
ness help—a little—to alleviate their 
suffering. 
"What would you do if you suddenly 


7o=t your hearing, and speech; your 
ability to tell another your thoughts, 
feelirisrs or desires. If a mother, with 
your first born clasped close to your 
heart you could not give expression in 
•words"of the love you had 
for 
this 


wonderful gift of God's to you. Reflect 
a moment—what would you do? 
"And men, 
supposing 
you 
w.ould 


have to go about earning your daily 
bread for your loved 
ones at 
home, 


forced by signs, that few understand, 
to make your thoughts known—what 
•would be your sensations? 
"As early as the 
seventh century 


Catholic priests taucht the deaf mutes 
to articulate 
sounds 
and 
syllables. 


Two Benedictine fathers were omoQ;; 
•the first to take ut> the work systemat- 
ically, in 1620. 
One of these worthy 
fathers wrote much regarding his ex- 
periences with the deaf and invented 
a system of visible signs, represent'rig 
to the sizht the sound of letters. His 
system was called the manual 
alpha- 


bet and is in use today. 
', "After them camp thf> truly great 
nposHe of the deaf the French priest, 
D'KEpee in 17r,S. He can be truthful- 
ly called the most interesting person 
in the deaf mute education. 


"In the course of his work he no- 
ticed 
as does every instructor, that 


deaf mute children, even 
before re- 
ceiving any instructions from anyone, 
ivhile at play and at other times, com- 
municate with each other in panto- 
mire making use of certain natural 
gestures indicative of objects, their 
quality and action, and 
this decided 


Mini in his idea of using a sign lan- 
guage ns the means of their instruc- 
tion. 
Words are the 
conventional 
signs for our ideas; why 
ot c^nven- 
tional gestures for the signs of ideas? 
He conluded that their 
self-invented, 


natural language of signs would be (^ 
great aid, in their instruction. 


"His method aroused si-eat interest 
throughout Europe and was very suc- 
cessful. 
Many flocked to his school 


to acouire his method and he wa« 
eager and willing for 
the worM 
nt 
large to profit by his efforts, welcom- 
ing all to become sharers in his suc- 
cess for the general betterment of this 
sadlv neglected class. 
"About this time

'Gallaudet who applied to 
the 
Hraid- 


wood family 
at. Edinburgh,

taught their method of instructing the 
deaf, but as they seemed t.o be desir- 
ous of reaping financial gain, he would 
not submit to the terms they demand- 
ed of him and turned to the school of 
Abbe D'L'Epee. receiving instructions 
from Father Sicard. When Gallnudet 
returned to America 
Father 
Sicard 
sent with him as his 
assistant 
his 


best pupil—Laurent Clerk. 
"Arriving home they onened the first 


school for'the deaf in this country ot 
Hartford. Connecticut 
in 1817. 
Tne 
success was so 
marked 
that other 
states were stimulated to make provi- 
sion for their deaf subjects. At pres- 
ent we have spread over our country 
1~,G schools including 
boarding 
and 


day schools with an attendance of 13,- 
of'the schools are under the man-m 
000 punils. 
Of this number fifteen of 
the schools are under 
the 
manage- 
ment of Catholics, 
with 
an 
attend- 


ance of 1,200 pupils. 
"The institute for deaf mutes at St. 
Francs was opened 
in 1S76 by Rev. 
Theodore Bruenner and in spite of -ill 
its vicissitudes has prospered. It has 
the enviable record of never having 
refused entrance to any child who was 
unable 
to 
pay. 
You see 
its 
the 


eventual good of the child they sire 
after, not the cash. 
"Tho faculty includes three priests' 
nine sisters of St. Francis 
and ons 
lay teacher. 
Seven 
hundred 
pupils 


have enrolled since the opening of 
this school's doors.

an early age or who are

The ordinary child hears sounds 
and then learns to imitate them, gen- 
erally learning to repeat what 
they

child hears nothing, consenuentlv can- 
not hear, imitate snd remains denf. 


"The very term "deaf and dumb" is 


unfortunate embodying as it does the 
error that the affliction is two-told. 
True it affects 
two 
organs, but one 


organ alone is the cause. 
The ear is 
the guide and directress of the tongup 
and when she is doomed to perpetual 
silence the tongue is included in the 
i>an- tho' if we could by any means 
restore to the ear the faculty of hear-

parents closely related. 
The neces-l 


sity and wisdom of warning aaainst 
inter-marriage 
of blood 
relations is 


thus clearly shown. 


"The typical deafniute is a mentally 
normal person deprived of hearing a"t 
an early age, but only thirteen per 
cent being feeble minded. The child 
who is born deaf or who becomes so 
previous to his second year must be 
taught by special scientific methods as 
the natural way of picking up speech 
by imitating the speech of his -elders 
is denied him. 


"The deaf languages are taught by 
the visible language oE pictures, signs 
and gestures; finger and alphabet and 
writiuz and articulation and lip read- 
ing 
which 
gives 
them the use 
of 
spoken language. 


"The education of the 
deaf 
must 


be two-fold. 
You must awaken and 


inform 
their 
minds by giving them 


ideas and knowledge, and you must 
cultivate them by means of language. 
The use of sians gives them a know- 
ledge 
of things; 
the alphabet and 


writing gives? them a vocabulary and 
the articulation and lip reading is the 
greatest gift of all. 


"The purpose of education for the 
deaf, as for the hearing, is for the 
attainment of efficiency, welfare and 
happiness. 
When the deaf go out in- 


to the world to earn, a living speech 
becomes a vital necessity; it has an 
economic value for it tends to add to 
a deaf person's powers. 


"The facility of speech acquired by 


the deaf naturally depends upon the 
amount of training they have had and 
the age at which this training began. 
The dcaC child ordinarily should" be 
entered in school 
at 
the age of five 


years. 
Under proper 
and ^equate 
methods of 
instruction 
his 
speech 


when lift leaves school 
is little or no 
more difficult 
to understand 
than 


English as spoken by a foreigner. 


"Tlie school curriculum at our i n s t i - 


tute of St. Francis includes not. only 
the secular branches as readins. writ- 
ing, 
arithmetic, history and geography, 
but alsq the teaching of Ihe principles 
of religion. This has been an admitted 
helpful influence as a large per cent 
of the deaf mutes are strong willed 
fmd headstrong and the knowledge of 
God aids greatly 
in governing them 


and building up their character. 
"From 
personal 
experience 
and 


study gained in Ihe last four years 
1 venture to say that the classing of 
the deaf amongst, the ungrateful ones 
is a burning libel as they are really 
a very grateful people. Happiness is 
another of their eoocl traits.

And yet how many of us, all our lives long, tolerate in our employ 
a slovenly worker, who seldom works up to his full efficiency, who is always 
protesting that he can't work under this or that condition, and who often 
deliberately disobeys our orders in one way or another! As it happens, we 
could not discharge this employe, but we could train him, if. he would only 
take the trouble, for the employe 1 speak of is each

"I can't read when there is anyone talking in the 
room," says one person. 


"I can never think of t'.vo things at once," says 
another, 


"I can't write when there is a. clock ticking," says 
an author. 


"1 can't concentrate on my work when I nm going 
out in the evening." says the little stenographer lady 
"1 can never listen to every 
a lecture,"

confesses an educated woman, "my mind 
wander off at least once or twice." 


All these people are unconsciously admitting the 
slovenliness and disobedience of a lifelong servant; and 
hence their own inefficiency in training him. 


1 wish more attention could be given in the schools 
to teaching children to train their own minds. The 
habit of mind control is more valuable than almost any 
amount of learning, but except in indirect ways, such 
as forcing the child to apply himself to difficult and un- 
interesting studies, no effort is made to teach it. 


And yet one cannot blame the much belabored school system after all, 
for mind control is one of those many things which no one can do for us but 
ourselves, The only thing an outsider can do is to point out the necessity 
and wisdom of such training. 


The time to commence disciplining this unruly servant is the very first 
moment he shows the need of discipline. When the young student discovers 
that he cannot study when anyone is in the room, his first instinct is to 
humor his mind and find an unoccupied place, but every time he does that he 
weakens his mind control. The thing to do, if he wishes to be master of his 
mind, is to stay right in th.e room and train his mind to work, in spite of the 
distraction. The ultimate gain in efficiency will be many times worth the 
temporary discomfort and loss. 


No man can be really efficient unless his will is completely master of his 
mind. 
And a well trained mind, even if it is not exceptionally brilliant and 
powerful, is often quite as valuable a 
mind which has not been well trained. factor toward success as a brilliant
